Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1963. 

Population 


The  Registrar  General*  s estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population 
was  10,980  which  represents  an  increase  of  80  over  that  of  the  previous 
year. 

Live  Births  and  Rate 

The  number  of  live-births  was  I65  (78  M.  87  F.)  a decrease  of  3 from 
that  of  the  previous  year-  and  the  crude  birthrate  was  accordingly  15*03 
which,  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General' s Comparability  Factor, 
which  is  computed  from  a population  standardised  for  age  and  sex 
distribution  and  allows  comparison  with  other  Districts,  becomes  17*74; 
this  rate  was  slightly  lower  than  that  of  18.2  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 


The  number  of  stillbirths  registered  was  3 (3  F.)  and  the  still- 
birth rate  was  accordingly  17*86  which  was  higher  than  that  of  17*3 
for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  was  4 (3  M.  IF.)  and  the  infantile 
mortality  rate  was  accordingly  24*24  and  was  higher  than  that  of  20.9  for 
England  and  Wales. 

The  causes  of  death  were:- 

i.  Prematurity  - lack  of  care  and  attention  at  birth  - Newly  born 

ii.  Intra-Pulmonary  Haemorrhage  due  to  congenital  heart  disease  - 2 days 

iii.  Pulmonary  syndrome  of  new  born  - 1 day 

iv.  Hyaline  Membrane  Pneumonia;  Prematurity;  - 10  hours 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortality  (i.e.  stillbirths 
and  deaths  under  one  week  of  age)  is  Prematurity,  Asphyxia  and  Atalectasis, 
Birth  Injuries  and  Congenital  Malformations  and  the  most  important 
maternal  factor  is  Toxaemia  of  Pregnancy. 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Rate 

This  rate  was  again  nil  and  there  were  no  deaths  frbm  Pregnancy, 
Childbirth  and  Abortion. 

Total  Deaths  and  Rate 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  146  (73  M.  73  F.)  and  the 
crude  death  rate  was  accordingly  13*12,  which,  after  adjustment  by  the 
Registrar  (General1  s Comparability  Factor,  as  for  births,  is  reduced  to 
10.44  and  was  lower  than  that  of  12.2  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  group  «auae  cf  'deaths,  as  would  naturally  be  expected, 
was  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous 
System;  of  these  there  were  75* 
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Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  caused  19  ( 1 3 M.  6 F.)  of 
those  deaths,  in  the  following  age  groups;  2 in  the  45  - 54;  2 in  the 
55  - 64;  6 in  the  65  - 74;  9 over  75  years.  There  is  a new  theory 

that  the  excessive  consumption  of  sugar  may  be  a causative  factor. 

Cancer,  as  invariably  in  previous  years,  was  the  second  highest 
cause  of  deaths,  of  which  there  were  24*  The  majority  i.  e.  16  were  over 
65  years  and  9 were  over  75  years.  Procrastination  by  elderly  persons 

in  seeking  medical  advice  is  the  most  common  factor  associated  with  late 
diagnoses  - modern  treatment  is  very  successful,  if  a diagnosis  is  made 
reasonably  early. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  was  the  cause  of  4 deaths  (3  M.  1 F.) , in  the 
following  age-groups;  1 in  the  45  - 54;  2 in  the  55  “ 64;  1 in  the 
65  - 74  age  groups.  The  number  of  deaths  invariably  predominates  in  males, 
usually  in  the  ratio  of  3 or  4 to  1 , and  may  be  related  to  the  ratio  of 
male,  amd  female  cigarette  smokers. 

The  other  causes  of  deaths  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no 
exceptional  mortality. 

Infectious  Diseases 

There  was  no  death  due  to  the  Infectious  Diseases. 

Apart  from  the  expected  bi-ennial  outbreak  of  Measles,  the  incidence 
of  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  was  minimal. 

There  were  no  cases  of  the  more  serious  infections  such  as  Poliomyelitis, 
Diphtheria,  Typhoid  Fever  or  Enteric  Fevers,  Meningococcal  Infection  and 
others. 

Measles 


217  cases  were  notified.  The  virus  is  endemic  amongst  children 
and  when  a sufficient  number  of  susceptible  children  has  accumulated,  an 
outbreak  occurs,  usually  every  second  year.  The  serious  complications 
of  former  years,  namely  Broncho-pneumonia,  Acute  Otitis  Media  and  Acute 
Encephalitis  in  that  order  of  frequency,  are  now  comparatively  infrequent 
and  the  former  two  are  usually  treated  successfully  with  the  Sulpha  drugs 
or  Antibiotics. 

Whooping  Cough 

No  case  of  Whooping  Cough  was  notified  during  the  year  - a very 
exceptional  incidence  which  may  be  chiefly  attributed  to  the  vaccination 
campaign.  If  so,  this  reflects  a notable  achievement  of  medical  science 
against  this  distressing  children' s illness  which  in  the  past  has  caused  so 
much  lung  damage  and  innumerable  deaths. 


Two  sporadic  cases  were  notified.  This  disease  is  a mild  infection 
of  the  bowel  causing  diarrhoea  with  or  without  blood,  for  a few  days  and 
many  patients,  in  view  of  its  mildness,  do  not  consult  their  Practitioners 
and  there  must  for  this  reason,  be  many  carriers.  It  is  most  inconvenient 
when  an  outbreak  occurs  in  a School  usually  beginning  in  the  Infant  Class, 
where  it  is  difficult  to  supervise  personal  hygiene  such  as  washing  of  hands 
after  toilet. 

Acute  Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia 

Five  cases  of  this  illness  were  notified.  Including  the  secondary 
Pneumonias,  which  are  not  notifiable  there  were  ten  deaths.  2 under  4 weeks, 
1 between  1 and  2 years,  3 between  65  and  74  years,  and  4 over  75  years. 
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Three  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  one  in  the 
1-4  age  group  and  the  other  two  in  the  55  - 64  age  group.  The  Chest 
Physician  of  the  area  is  responsible  for  the  tracing  of  the  source  of 
infection  and  for  the  examination  of  contacts. 


Prior  to  circa  1950,  the  majority  of  notifications  were  in  the 
adolescent  age-group  but  fortunately  this  does  not  obtain  today,  the  majority 
being  in  the  older  age  groups. 

No  case  of  non-Re spir at ory  Tuberculosis  was  notified  which  i,e  due  to 
the  safety  of  the  present  day  milk  supplies  from  Bovine  Tuberculosis. 

Also  there  were  no  deaths  which  is  a reflection  of  the  efficacy  of 
modern  treatment. 

In  conclusion  I would  state  that  the  Public  Health  of  the  District 
was  satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  and  I would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  your  support  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Department  and  the  staff  for  their  oo-operation  and  efficient  service.

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IMPROVEMENTS  AND  CONVERSIONS,  GRANTS 

Twenty-four  schemes  were  submitted  all  being  approved,  although  one 
was  later  withdrawn.  A total  of  27  houses  were  involved.  Total  cost 
of  works  carried  out  was  £18,886.

During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  replace  an  old  Barrier  Loader 
refuse  vehicle  with  a new  compression  type  vehicle.  Due  to  this  and 
increased  efficiency  it  was  possible,  with  very  little  extra  cost,  to 
extend  the  weekly  collection  to  two  further  villages  these  being  Ruckinge 
and  Her  sham  with  Hamstreet  and  ..ye  already  on  a weekly  collection.  There 
are  now  four  villages  on  a weekly  collection,  the  rest  of  the  district 
having  a fortnightly  collection.  It  is  hoped  to  extend  this  weekly 
service  to  further  villages  next  year.
